of the most plainly interesting nature, 


which are constantly coming under 
our notice, facts which speak in sim- 
ple but eloquent language, tell the sad 
story of disense, privation, poverty 
and helplessness, might be collected 
in volumes from the history of all our 
conferences, Could some of these sad 
pietures from real life be spread before 
the coming Gimeral Conference, no 


eye could look upon them without 


weeping, no heart conld contemplate 
without deep emotion, and I am sure 
that some law would be passed for the 
better care of our old worn ont minis- 
terial veterans. That it is a solemn 
and imperative duty of the Church to 
make abundant provision for her dis- 
abled ministers and their families, not 
as & matter of charity, but of right 
and justice, is equally unquestionable. 
The minister of - Christ, who offers 
himself to the Church as her servant 
for Jesns' sake, has no right to look 
or expect emoluments or support from 
any other source, but he has a right 
to expect, that while he ministers to 
God's people in spiritual things, they 
will uot forget to minister to him in 
temporal. The Church is not always 
aware of the extent of tho capi- 
tal, which the ministry 1nvests 
in her service, aud which produces 
to them personally such meager and 
inefficient return. Some of these min- 
isters not only give themselves, their 
bodies, minds, souls, time, talents and 
labors, but they actually invest no in- 
considerable amount of capital of an- 
other sort, in the service of the church. 
To qualify themselves ſor the sacred 
office, they need to devote at least six 
or seven years in the academical aud 
theological departments of education, 
aud that at no inconsiderable financial 
outlay, as well as physical and mental 
worriment. Then there are others, 
though not privileged to pass through 
these courses of studies, whom God 
has endowed and blessed with extraor- 
dinary natural ability and force of 
cheracter, which would gain for them 
abundaut success in the business world, 
from which they could secure for them- 
elves and families a rospectable com- 
potency, thereby providing against 
waut. What has the minister received 
in return for bis labors, his tears, his 
anxicties, bis mental trials, his life- 
long devotion to the interest of the 
church? He receives a salary on on 
average less than the ordinary me- 
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minister of God exclaims alond; 41 
«hall be & father to the fatberless, a 
frievd to the friendless, they shall live 
though dead, as I am the resurrection 
and the life“ said the Lord. What is 
it worth to the trembling sinner, as he 
«tands trembling crushed beneath the 
load of sin. It is from this man of 
God comes the encouraging words: 
*Behold the Lamb of God, which

In the death of Frederick Donglass, 
which occurred February 20th, at his 
home in Anacostis, a «uburb of Wash- 
ington, D. C., the conutry 
of her greatest men. He was great in 
all that goes to make men great. His 
life was spent in trying to uplift the 
down trodden and despised black man 
on the one band, and to inspire in the 
white man that seuse of justice which 
existed in his own breast, on the oth- 
er.

TWO HUNDRED EMIGRANTS 


Leave Savannah, Ga., for Liberia, 


West Africa. 


The steamer Horss, which was char- 
tered by the International Migration 
Society of Birmingham, Ala., sailed 
from Savannah, Ga, for Monrovia, 
Liberia, Africs, March 19th, 15895, 
with two hundred emigrants, mostly 
adnlts. They were detained after their 
arrival on the morning of the 9th of 
March, in Savannah, about ten days 
waiting for the arrival of the steamer 
from Philadelphis, bat they were 0 
confident of the soctety's ability to 
keep its word, and so anxions were 
they to go, that they were willing to 
wait a month for tho steamer, had it 
been necessary, so one of the emi- 
grants pressed himself. They were 
« very orderly, well-behaved set of 
men and women, and not altogether 
penniless, as they are reported to have 
spent about $2,000 in Savannah buy- 
ing tools, farm implements, provis- 
ions, etc. We regret very 
much our inability to have 
been present und een for 
onraeif, but our information comes 
from prominent persons who were 
present. Our prayers go with them, 
and our wish is that they may realize 
that for which they have gone. We 
bail with inexpressiblo joy this move- 
mont, if it means the opening np of s 
commercial line of steamers with this 
conntry and Africa, as well as the civ- 
ilization and redemption of the same, 
"for Africa is the coming section of 
the world.

What Is Color? 


Color is a sensatior produced by 
the action of very minute ether 
waves upon the nervous substance of 
the retina.

Gibraltar and its Defense. 


Experiments at Shoeburyness have 
shown that an Armstrong shell can 
be thrown 9,176 yards—about five 
and one-third miles—says a writer 
in Temple Bar. It is therefore ab- 
golutely clear that if all the. fleet 
were temporarily absent from tho 
port of Gibraltar, either on some 
special mission or dispersed by a 
storm, hostile ironclads taking up a 
position within four miles ot the 
eastward of Europa point might with 
impunity send shot and shell into 
the outlying parts of the fortress and 
canse much destruction of life and 
property. On the other hand, the 
oyernor of the fortress would not 
bo idle, and the experiences of the 
late civil war in America have abund- 
antly proved that the cannon in fort- 
rosses, If they strike a ship of war 
with their projectiles, even at long 
range, may do considerable mischief; 
while, on the other hand, many shot 
and shell may strike a fort and only 
do trifling damage. It is practically 
Impossible to throw shot or shell over 
the high part of the rock, near Spain, 
and the cannon ensconced in the 
unique rock galleries, with their 
royal artillery gun detachments, 
would be absolutely safe. Even if 
the neutral ground between Gibraltar 
and Spain were occupied by a hostile 
foe comparatively little damage 
would be the result During the 
writer's stay at Gibraltar it was con- 
sidered desirable to try the experi- 
ment of firing upward from the plain 
on the Spanish side into the galleries, 
dummies being placed to represent 
the necessary gun detachments A 
regiment several hundred strong was 
accordingly placed in position and 
supplied with ball cartridges. The 
range, however, was unknown and 
the fire being directed upward, it 
was fully an hour before any of the 
dummies were hit, after the ex- 
penditure of much ammunition, In 
actual warſare, of course, the British 
rifle sharpshooters must have picked 
out their foes by firing downward 
from the galleries. Bomb proof 
barracks and hospitals are potent 
ſactors against the horrors of bom- 
bardment, and there is little doubt 
that there is ample room at Gibraltar 
for 80me amendment on this head.
